In addition to other addresses and papers presented by 
members, which we heve referred to in previous issues, the annual 
election of officers will be held. Nominations for this year's 
election h&ve been made and the Secretary is prepsring ballots for 
distribution to members. Several amendments to the By-Lews of the 
Institute have been proposed and will be submitted prior to the 
meeting at which time final action will be taken.
